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Elba City Council gets good & bad news

There was good news and bad 
news coming from the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday evening. 

The good news was the low total 
of monthly bills for December. The 
bills totaled only $7,806.28, the low- 
est for any month in a long, long 
time. 

‘The three major items on the 
monthly bills was equipment repairs 
totaling $2168.71; radio repairs at 
$658.06 and pest control at $1340.00 

The bad news was the city having 
to roll over a $20,000 note at a local 
bank. The city paid the interest for 
the last six moriths and renewed the 
mortgage for another six months at 
The Peoples Bank. While things are 
calmer at city hall than any time in 
the last two years, an increase in 
sales tax, etc., there still seems to be 
a little less money than is needed to 
pay all obligations. 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
the resignation of two police of- 
ficers. Officer Donnie Byrd has ac- 
cepted a position with the Montgom- 
ery County Sheriff's Department and 
Officer Eddie Crawford has also re- 
signed. 

The council authorized Parker to 
hire two officers to fill the va- 
cancies. 

Parker also requested permission 
to raise the starting pay for radio op- 
erators to $6.50 per hour, from the 
present $5.00. He said this would 
help attract good people and would 
surely help in retaining those they 
have hired and gotten trained. 

The council delayed any action 
on this request. Council member Bill 
Brunson said he had reservations on 
raising the pay of one position when 


others within the city also needed re- 
view. 

Council member John Sharpless 
said he was opposed to any raise at 
this time. 

Council member Brad Wilson 
said he was ready to approve the re- 
quest from the chief immediately. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood expressed 
support for the raise, but questioned 
the legality of the action in light of 
the pay and hiring freeze ordinance 
imposed by the city council last 
year, 


Elba police, issued ten 
traffic citations for illegal 
parking in handicapped 
zones, Chief Parker told 
the council Monday night. 


Brunson suggested tabling the re- 
quest until the ordinance is reviewed 
and until they checked the status of 
the survey being performed for the 
city by Southeast Alabama Regional 
Planning & Development Corpora- 
tion . 

The council approved the sale of 
a parcel of land to Marty Catrett. 
The property is on Airport Road and 
adjoins the offices of Catrett’s log- 
ging operation. He told the city fa- 
thers he needed additional parking 
for his trucks and land to construct 
an office. The lot contains about one 
acre and lies between Catrett’s 
present facility and Cash Leasing. 

The long discussed Boom Box or- 
dinance was introduced by Mayor 
Haywood. The council will vote at 
the next meeting on putting the noise 


control regulation into municipal 
law. 

Chief Parker reported the police 
department had answered 36 com- 
plaints since the last meeting. They 
have also issued 39 traffic citations, 
including ten for parking in handi- 
capped zones and four for DUI. 

There were 11 criminal arrest dur- 
ing this time frame and 12 auto- 
mobile accidents. Five people were 
injured in these accidents. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 15 dogs. None were returned to 
their owners and two were sold. 

The City of Elba also formally 
approved accepting part of the for- 
mer route of U. S. Highway 84. 
When the State of Alabama an- 
nounced plans to reroute the high- 
way, there was verbal agreement that 
Elba would take responsibility for 
that portion no longer needed by the 
State. This is a portion of Simmors 
Street. 

Operations Manager Henry Clark 
reported the monthly budget reviews 
with department heads was going 
over real well with those involved. 

Clark also said the new private 
collecuon of the city sales tax is 
working out well and will pay fur- 
ther dividends as time passes. 

The council approved Clark’s re- 
quest to spend $4,000 for rip-rap to 
repair the approaches to the Caroline 
Street bridge. The bridge has been 
closed since the flooding of last sum- 
mer. 

A $17,626.50 bill from the firm 
doing the engineering for the. inert 
landfill on Samson Highway was 
questioned, Clark said the city had 
paid $19,484.19 to this firm two 
years ago and still has no landfill 
permit. He complained they don’t 
even return his phone calls and he 


Mark Pool resigns as county engineer

It’s official! Mark Pool, Coffee 
County Engineer and head of the 
county’s highway department, has 
resigned. 

In a special meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission held Tuesday 


morning, Commission Chairman 
Lawrence Creel read Pool’s letter of 
resignation. 


Pool’s last day as county engineer 
will be February 17, 1995. He has 
been hired by the Houston County 
Commission as county engineer and 
will assume his duties there on Mon- 
day, February 20th. 

Pool was not present at the 10 
a.m, meeting of the commission, but 
this reporter had an opportunity to 
talk with him earlier in the day with 
the knowledge that his resignation 
was forthcoming. 

When asked what he attributed 
his success as the county’s engineer 
to, his quick response was “The 
Lord has blessed me! He’s made a 
lot of things fall into place.” 

Pool came to Coffee County from 
Wilcox County in June of 1987 and 
he brought with him the attitude 
“that nothing is impossible.”

“When somebody says you can’t 
do that, that kind of infuriate me!” 
Pool said. 

“T played on the bulldozer tech- 
nique. We’re going to accomplish 
the project - the question is whos is 
going to be left when we get 
through.” 

Pool stated that he used Bear 
Bryant’s philosophy of surrounding 
himself with good people. 

“We've got the best road depart- 
ment in the state. We have outstand- 
ing employees,” he said. 

Pooi’s response to the question as 
to what he considered his greatest 
accomplishment while serving as 
Coffee County’s engineer was sur- 
prising. 

“Paving Jeter Subdivision!” was 
his immediate response, 

He quickly added that he consid- 
ered the county’s Subtitle D landfill 
as a great accomplishment. Although 
it was surrounded with a great deal 
of controversy, he feels that ulti- 
mately, it will be looked upon as a 
great step taken by Coffee County. 

“If it [the landfill) had not been 
environmentally safe, I would not 
have had a thing to do with it, I 
would have stopped it!”’said Pool. 

Also the fact that Coffee County 


does not have a bridge (32) with a 
weight limit pleases him greatly. 
“There’s not another county in the 
state that can say that,” Pool boasted. 

Pool stated that one of the most 
important things facing the commis- 
sion and the next county engineer is 
seeing that the landfill is properly 
managed. 

“You can’t just let it run. You’ve 
got to stay on top of that thing and it 
has got to be run right!” he said. 

Phillip Kelley is presently manag- 
ing the landfill. He replaces Eric 
Wilson who recently resigned the 
position. 

Pool noted that he is confident 
that Kelley can do the job. He also 
said that he has told the commission 
that he would be available to them 
and the new engineer to assist them, 
al no charge, with any problems con- 
cerning the landfill. This has also 
been cleared with his future employ- 
er - Houston County. 

When asked to compare the 
county’s road system with other 
counties in the state and rate them on 
on a scale of 1 to 10, Pool rated the 
bridges - 10, paved roads - 8, and 
dirt roads - 9 

One thing Pool feels that the Cof- 
fee County should work toward is a 
county-wide water system managed 
by the commission or its designee. 
He also suggested that the county 
should have a fulltime commission 
chairman elected by the people. 

Another thing that he would like 
to see, on a statewide basis, is a 
more evenly disbursement of high- 

vay funds to the counties. 

Under Pool’s direction for the 
past 7 plus years, Coffee County has 
made giant strides with its road sys- 
tem and its highway department. 

When his record as county engi- 
neer is examined, one has to say that 
he has been good for Coffee County 
and he will be missed! 

At the same time Pool’s resigna- 
tion was offered and accepted by the 
commission, they voted to hire 
Randy Tindell as the county's new 
engineer, . 

Tindell served as assistant engi- 
neer under Pool for 4 years prior to 
his accepting a job as Geneva 
County’s engineer, He has been 
there for the past 3 years. 

“He’s a good man and a good 
choice. He'll do a good job,” said 
Pool, 


has seen their engineer only twice in 
the past two years. The council ap- 
proved Haywood’s request to delay 
payment unul the mayor could get 
additional information, 

Clark reviewed the numerous 
leases approved by the council on 
portions of the old school facilities. 
He noted many are not making their 
lease payments and several never 
signed the formal lease or made any 
improvements on the property. The 
council instructed Clark to pursue 
this matter and possibly get these 
people to give up their leases if they 
don’t plan to use the property as pro- 
posed in the original agreement with 
the city council. 

Payment of attorney bills of 
$2928.75 to City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan was tabled until some 
charges could be itemized. The bills 
were for serving as prosecutor of 
city cases in District Court and $851 
of other legal work. 

Council members Earl McCol- 
lough and Gladys Yelverton were 
absent from the meeting.

ASCS elections rescheduled 


This year’s election for positions 
on the Coffee County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation

Don’t forget the birds 


As temperatures begin to drop 
across the state, many people are re- 
turning to a favorite pastime--bird 
feeding. While birds will visit feed- 
ers year-round, more people choose 
to feed during the fall and winter 
months when food is more limited. 

Choose your feeders based on the 
birds you wish to attract. Covered 
platform feeders will allow several 
birds to feed at one time and may be

Encourage children 


to try new foods 


Getting young children to try new 
foods can be a challenge. Research 
indicates that tasting a new food 
helps the acceptance of that food 
into the diet. Providing the opportu- 
nity to taste Without forcing a child 
to eat it can be a good way to en- 
courage children to accept new 
foods. 

When you prepare a new food or 
fix a dish a little different than usual, 
point out the differences to your chil- 
dren. Give everyone at the table a 
very small portion. Then suggest that 
everyone “Do a taste bite.” When 
everyone tastes together, you may 
find your young children willing to 
try it as well, Don’t scold your chil- 
dren if they don’t taste it, 

Another suggestion is the “No 
thank you bite.” If your children say 
they don’t like a particular food, tell 
the that's okay but they must take a 
“No thank you bite.” The child has 
to serve himself a very small por- 
tion, The child isn’t forced to eat the 
“No thank you bite,” but you may 
find the child will give it a taste 
once the small portion is on the 
plate. 

You might find “the delicious 
minimum” works for you. If a child 
says “I don’t like peas” or “I don’t 
want peas,” you acknowledge the 
comment and ask the child to serve 
himself “the delicious minimum,” 
The child can use a teaspoon to get 
one spoonful of the food, Then you 
say to the child, “If you want more 
than the delicious minimum, let me 
know and I'll pass the bow! to you.” 
You don’t force the child to eat the 
bite, but you may find that the child 
will try the food because it’s already 
on the plate. 


favored by larger birds like cardinals 
and blue jays. Hanging feeders with 
perches are more altractive to small- 
er birds like goldfinches and chicka- 
dees. Don’t forget suet feeders for 
those birds that aren’t attracted to 
bird feeders. 

Keep all feeders clean. Wash reg- 
ularly with soap and water solution. 
Rinse thoroughly. Wipe perches and 
seed ports with a soapy solution us- 
ing a clean damp cloth to remove the 
soap, or use a milk bleach and water 
solution daily, This will help prevent 
diseases from spreading among the 
birds at your feeding stations. 

Remember that different birds 
prefer different types of seed. Sun- 
flower seeds will attract many types 
of birds, but why not try offering 
some special treats as well, Finches 
love uny thistle seeds. Most song- 
birds prefer black oil sunflower 
seeds, 

Whatever seed you offer at your 
feeders, make sure it is fresh, dry 
and free of mold. Moldy seed can 
make birds sick. Also, it should be 
free of trash. Trash, such as stem or 
leaf parts, can clog tube feeders,

Rabies Alert Issued 


‘Stay away and don't touch!” ts 
the best way to prevent getting bit 
ien by an animal with rabies. State 
health department officials are en 
couraging Alabamians to get their 
pets vaccinated and stay away from 
wild or stray animals, according to 
Dr. Bill Johnston, state public health 
veterinarian, Alabama Department 
of Public Health. 

This waming comes alter a re- 
cent incident of exposure to a puppy 
with rabies in Dale County. Accord- 
ing to reports, a woman stopped to 
pick up two stray puppies on the 
side of County, Road 95, south of 
Ariton. After one puppy became 
sick, Ozark veterinarian Dr. John 
Tamplin suspected rabies and a la- 
boratory examination revealed the 
puppy to be rabid. The puppy was 
estimated to be only 7-8 weeks old. 

According to Dr. Johnston, “Tt is 
rare for an animal that young to 
have rabies. Consequently, the pup- 
py probably became infected from 
its mother through her milk or was 
born with the virus.” Officials are 
concerned that other pups from the 
litter may also be in the area. and 
may expose more people and ani- 
mals to the deadly disease. Twelve 
people are already taking post- 
exposure rabies treatment as a result 
of contact with the animal. 

Residents are advised to have 
their pets vaccinated immediately as 
required by state law. Also, any resi- 
dents in the Ariton community of 


Dale County who may have had: 


contact with any stray puppies in the 
last few weeks should notify the lo- 
cal health department immediately. 


“This incident verifies that wild 
life rabies has spilled over into do 
mestic animals in the area and that 
citizens should not only avoid wild 
animals, but also strays,” Dr. John 
ston said. According to health de 
partment records, Dale County is 
considered to be highly endemic for 
rabies with 72 animals found rabid 
over the past 10 years. 

The State Health Department 
also gives the following advice to 
humans exposed to animals suspect 
ed of rabies. 

*Wash the wound 
with soap and water, 

*See a doctor right away. 

*Report the bite to your county 
or area health officer, Get important 
information from the biting animal's 
owner such as the name of the ani- 
mal and owner, addresses, phone 
numbers, and the kind of biting ani- 
mal. 

*All dogs and cats which bite or 
expose humans must be placed in 
quarantine with a licensed veterinar- 
ian for 10 days, even if the animal 
has been immunized for rabies. 

*If an exposure to rabies occurs, 
do not damage or destroy the ani- 
mal’s head. This tissue is necessary 
for laboratory testing.
